(AJP.)—An explosion and fire 
aboard the excursion "boat Eure- 
ka n yesterday forced 135 per- 
sons to leap into the surging At- 
lantic which they had been ob- 
serving through the craft's glass 
bottom, but valiant rescue work 
by 
both 
fishing 
tugs 
and 


luxurious yacht brought 125 of 
them safely ashore. 


Three bodies had been re- 


covered and seven persons were 
unaccounted for today as the 
master of the vessel headed a 
salvage 
expedition 
into 
the 


marine gardens 15 miles south of 
here where the Eureka H burned 
and sank in ten feet of water. 


A scene of wild confusion, at- 


tended by the shouts of women 
and'Children and the music of a 
three-piece 
orchestra 
whleh 


tried courageously to stem the 
panic, was sketched toy survivors 
of the capacity crowd that jam- 
med the two decks of the 105- 
foot boat. Smoke from the en- 
gine room, on the craft's return 
trip here, they said, first -gave 
notice of the mishap and was 
followed by three explosions. 


Two of the dead were identi- 


fied by police as H. C. Grimm, 60, 
McCook, Neb., a passenger;'Clar- 
ence Vine, 30,,Haverhul, Mass., 
a neckband. The body of a wqr 
man, between 50 and 60 years 
old, who wore a wedding ring 
with the initials "W. V. L." had 
not been identified.
